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IM'RPOSE: To provide uniform distribution of temperature on the external part of 
a Hade by forming a jet nozzle in the wall of a blade, constituting the nuzzle of 
small and large diameter parts and inclining the respective center* lines of said 
parts tu each other. 

CONSTITUTION: A cooling fluid jet nozzle 15 which is formed in the wall of a 
blade body is constituted by both a small diameter part 16 which is communi- 
cated with a cooling fluid passage 3b inside the body of the blade and a large 
diameter part 17 which is communicated with the outside area thereof. The 
direction of the center line 18 of the small diameter part 16 is inclined with 
respect to that of the center line 20 of the large diameter part 17. The diameter 
and the direction of the center line of the large diameter part 17 of the individ- 
ual jet nozzle 15 may be determined as needed by the position of the body of the 
blade, hence providing uniform distribution of the temperature on the external 
face part of the blade. 
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PURPOSE: To provide uniform distribution of temperature on the external part of 
a blade Ijv forming a jet nozzle in the wall of a blade, constituting the nozzle of 
small and large diameter parts and inclining the respective center lines of said 
pails to each other.
